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LEGISLATURE  BRINGS  CHANGES  IN  ADAD  ORGANIZATION  AND  STRUCTURE 

The  1981  Montana  Legislature  funded  ADAD  for  three  functions:   adminis- 
tration, evaluation  and  certification  of  the  state's  alcohol  and  drug 
programs.   The  reporting  and  alcohol  information  sections  v;ere  scaled 
down,  and  the  technical  assistance,  training  and  prevention  and  education 
functions  were  reorganized  into  a  single  section  of  three  staff  members 
who  will  be  skilled  in  all  of  these  areas. 

The  planning  section  was  combined  with  the  Management  Information  System 
in  another  organizational  change.   This  change  will  have  no  effect  on 
the  services  offered  in  these  areas. 

ADAD  will  no  longer  operate  the  Employee  Assistance  Program  for  all  of 
state  government,  but  will  continue  to  provide  that  service  for  the 
Department  of  Institutions. 


Among  the  complaints  for  which  911  operators  will  no  longer  dispatch 
radio  cars  are  clogged  sewers,  dead  animals  and  drug  addicts  in  need 
of  assistance.

ALCOHOL  PROGRAM  AT  FORT  HARRISON 


A  30-clay  alcohol  treatment  program  has  recently  been  established  at  the 
Fort  Harrison  VA  Center.   Its  capacity  is  eight.   General  eligibility 
requirements  are  that  the  client  qualifies  for  VA  benefits,  is  physically 
and  emotionally  capable  of  full  participation  and  wants  to  alter  his 
drinking  behavior. 

The  basic  treatment  plan  includes  group  and  individual  therapy,  educa- 
tional sessions,  recreation,  AA  involvement  and  aftercare.   Detoxif icationi 
services  are  also  available.

TASK  FORCE  ON  DIAGNOSIS 

ADAD  is  forming  a  Task  Force  on  Alcohol  and  Drug  Diagnosis  composed  of 
treatment  professionals  from  a  variety  of  disciplines. 

The  task  force  will  identify  usable  diagnostic  tools  that  will  lead  to 
appropriate  treatment,  and  offer  technical  assistance  to  treatment 
people  around  the  state.   It  will  also  develop  a  screening  device  to 
distinguish  people  with  alcohol  problems  from  those  without. 

Members  of  the  task  force  include  Kay  Flinn,  ADAD  staff;  Dick  Rice, 
Clinical  Director  of  the  State  Drug  Program;  Carroll  Jenkins,  an 
alcohol  treatment  professional  in  private  practice;  and  Candis  Compton, 
ADAD  staff.

"PEASHOOTERS"  ARE  A  PROBLEM 

The  constant  popularity  of  stimulants  has  led  to  a  new  spinoff  in  the 
drug  market,  "peashooters"  or  "lookalikes" .   These  simulations  of 
prescription  drugs  contain  caffeine,  decongestants  and  antihistamines, 
either  singly  or  in  combinations.   They  are  made  to  resemble  the 
stronger,  prescription-only  amphetamines  frequently  used  by  dieters. 
The  market  for  these  "lookalikes"  is  growing,  with  wholesale  distri- 
butors advertising  in  magazines  and  newspapers  and  selling  them  by 
the  thousands. 

Because  their  ingredients  are  all  legal,  "peashooters"  are  a  real 
problem  for  drug  regulatory  and  enforcement  agencies.   They  almost 
certainly  end  up  being  misrepresented  in  street  drug  transactions, 
and  they  pose  a  threat  to  users  who  take  them  in  quantity  or  don't 
know  about  their  possible  adverse  reactions  or  idiosyncratic  responses. 
Also,  users  who  habitually  take  the  relatively  mild  "peashooters"  in 
quantity  risk  an  overdose  when  they  come  across  the  "real  thing". 

In  Montana,  general  knowledge  of  the  availability  of  these  pills  seems 
widespread.   High  school  students  know  they  are  for  sale  and  know  how 
to  get  them.   These  "peashooters"  are  anything  but  harmless,  and  drug 
enforcement  professionals  should  be  on  the  lookout  for  their  abuse.
